Registration for the Cleveland Museum of Art's Saturday classes for young 
people — ^which begin October 2 — is this coming Friday and Saturday, September 17 
and 18. 

Museum members are asked to register their children on Friday, September 17, 
between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. Non-members may register on Saturday, Septeniber 18, 
between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. (Children need not be present at registration.) 

Twelve different classes, planned to meet the interests of young people 
from age 4 to 17, are scheduled on ten Saturdays, beginning October 2 and 
ending December 11, excluding November 27 (the Saturday after Thanksgiving). 
Morning sessions meet from 9:30 to 11:00 a.m.; afternoon sessions from 1:30 to 
3:00 p.m. 

Classes, designed to stimulate students* understanding and appreciation 
of art, combine visits to the Museum's collections with traditional art instruc- 
tion and experimentation with various artistic materials. For example, children 
enrolled in "Far East Fantasy," a new class offered this year for 6- and 7-year- 
olds, will use the Museum's collection of Chinese, Indian and Japanese art as 
inspiiration for their dravTings, paintings, and costumes. "Space Factory," 
another new course, gives 10- and 12-year-olds an opportunity to create their 
own sculpture.
